Directions to the hotel 


The hotel is close to the intersection of the A1 and A607, located just off Swingbridge 
Road. The postcode is NG31 7XT. 


From the North: Take the A1 to Grantham and exit on the A607 (signed to Grantham 
and Melton Mowbray). The slip road is Swingbridge Road. 


From the West: Take the A52 to Grantham until you reach the A1, then turn south 
and exit on the A607. 


From the South: Take the A1 to Grantham and exit on A607. Turn right at the 
roundabout and go under the A1. Take the first left. 


From the East: Take the A607 to and through Grantham, following signs to Melton 
Mowbray. Just before the A1 flyover turn right on Swingbridge Road. 


At this point you should be on Swingbride Road; the hotel is just off the roundabout. 


By train: 
Grantham station is on the main London Kings Cross to Edinburgh line, with regular 
north/south trains. The station is one mile from the hotel. 


By air: 
East Midlands (EMA), Leeds/Bradford (LBA), and Stanstead (STN) are the closest, 
although the first two need a bus or taxi to the nearest station. From London 
Heathrow (LHR) or Gatwick (LGW) we advise getting the train from London Kings 
Cross.
